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NENA Hosts Young Numismatic

On Saturday, November 13, 1983, at the 39th Annual Conference and Convention of The 
New England Numismatic Association, held at The Castle, Boston Park Plaza Hotel, 
Boston, Mass., another Young Numismatic Program took place with 26 juniors in atten¬ 
dance. The program under the supervision of Young Numismatic Program Chairman, 
Lawrence J. Gentile Sr. of New York, is a member of NENA and Young Numismatist Ac¬ 
tivity Coordinator. Mr. Gentile started these Y.N. Programs in 1979, with Edward Copp- 
inger, then a junior, who is now an adult and businessman, and President of Edward Copp- 
inger Numismatics, of Boston. Mr. Coppinger also sponsored the luncheon for the Young 
Numismatists at the program, by having a catered affair. 

The program started at 10 a.m. with Mr. Gentile welcoming everyone, and then he in¬ 
troduced his committee. Edward Coppinger and Alan Weinberg were adult advisors, with 
youth chairman, Charles Tillen, Cliff Levy, Richard Litchfield and Anne Lacey. The pro¬ 
gram then went to adult speakers who were Stephen R. Taylor of Delaware, and ANA 
Governor, who gave a slide presentation and talk on Modern Paper Money, which was en¬ 
joyed by all. We then heard from Alan Weinberg who gave a talk on their exhibits at the con¬ 
vention, and how they got started in collection, these juniors were, Charles Tillen, Cliff Levy 
and Richard Litchfield.

These were 
exceptional exhibits. Mr. Gentile thanked everyone for participating in the exhibit contest. 
At the convention in the junior category for exhibiting, and there were a total of 6 junior ex¬ 
hibits, taking first place with his exhibit of Federal Reserve Dollar Notes, was Charles 
Tillen, and it was a great exhibit. 

The highlights of the program was the Play Money Auction, where everyone in attendance 
was handed out a play money note. On each note was a portrait of NENA President and Con¬ 
vention Chairman, Jeffrey Trevas, who was very kind to autograph the notes for all the 
juniors. Mr. Gentile makes up these notes at every convention, and he asks each junior to 
save and collect them. At the auction, conducted by the youth chairman, everyone in atten¬ 
dance went home with an auction lot of U.S. and Foreign coins and paper money, which was 
donated by all the dealers at the convention. 

During the play money auction, we were visited by Mr. Jeffrey Trevas, Elliot Goldberg 
and Sally Kirka, Officers of NENA.

“Consumers will soon begin carrying around nickels worth an extra million dollars," said 
Chairan Frank Annunzio (D-Ill.) of the House Consumer Affairs and Coinage Subcommit¬ 
tee, “but they shouldn’t rejoice because they are the ones who paid for them." 

The Mint last month agreed to buy four million pounds of nickel at approximately 25 cents 
per pound above the then spot market price for the metal. The Mint’s decision to pay prices 
above the going price for nickel suprised market analysts, who indicated that many nickel 
buyers had been active in purchasing nickel at the lower prices. 

On October 7, when the Mint opened bids it had received for its nickel purchase, prices 
had reached the lowest point in eight months and were 20 cents per pound lower than they 
had been two weeks previouis. Nevertheless, the Mint agreed to pay an average price of 
$2.29 per pound for nickel at a time when the New York spot price for nickel was $2.04. 

“The Mint could do this without concern for the effect upon its budget because metal pur¬ 
chases are not included in its budget. Under an obsolete law, the Mint is authorized to buy 
metal for coinage simply by writing checks on the Treasury’s General Fund without Con¬ 
gressional authorization or appropriation. The mint has repeatedly told me how it needs to 
keep coinage metal purchases from inclusion in the normal authorization and appropriation 
process to enable it to act quickly and advantageously to buy metal when prices are low. 
The Mint should re-read its own Congressional testimony and act accordingly, or I will act 
to repeal this archaic statute. 

“This million dollar nickel fiasco is proof again that Congress must exercise tight control 
over the purse strings if we want fiscal responsibility from this Administration," said An¬ 
nunzio.

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Numismatic Literature 

Certainly a most fascinating and challenging segment of American numismatics is its 
literature. The formation of a fine numismatic library gives one a greater appreciation and 
knowledge of his numismatic collections. 

It would appear that today the majority of collectors specialize in numismatic 
periodicals, auction catalogs, and reference books on all facets of medals, paper money and 
coins. . . 

The American Numismatic Association’s periodical, "The Numismatist will provide you 
a most complete history of American numismatics. This periodical, now produced on micro¬ 
film can be purchased from A.N.A. headquarters in Colorado. 

Are you looking for exciting numismatic history? There was much controversy with 
blistering attacks upon fellow numismatics from 1877 to the early 1890’s. You’ll find it all in 
"Frossard’s. Numisma.” It’s being reprinted in a limited edition of 100 copies and being 
sold by numismatic book dealer Cal Wilson of Fremont, California. 

Perhaps you prefer Auction catalogs of the 19th century. You can purchase many of the 
Lyman Low catalogs and have a fine collection at a modest price. Three more popular 
series of auction catalogs which have become highly collectible are New Netherlands, 
Stacks and Dave Bowser’s, “Grand Formats.’’ 

Have you seen John Adams’ new book, Numismatic Literature Volume 1? It provides you 
with biographical portraits of the 19th century’s outstanding numismatics. The material 
which is contained in their auctions is rated by John as to their importance to American 
numismatics. This book may be purchased from George Kolbe in Crestline, California or 
Bowers & Marena Galleries in Wolfeboro, N.H. 

Looking for expertise in numismatic literature? Try Frank & Lavrese Katen in Silver Spr¬ 
ings, Maryland. Mr. Katen was the only full time coin dealer in Connecticut when I was a 
very young man. 

The first reference book to be acquired for many libraries is Mr. Yeoman's “Red Book’’ 
which began in 1947. It has retained its popularity because of the prices of all American 
coins in the various grades along with their mintage figures. Its history of American 
coinage is worth the price of the Red Book alone. 

I personally collect numismatic literature of all types. Its extremely enjoyable, exciting 
and you will be rewarded with knowledge. “That priceless ingredient.’’ 

How much money should I spend on my numismatic library is a frequently asked ques¬ 
tion, it depends on your personal tastes. Everyone may not want to collect expensive 
numismatic classics. The intelligent alternate, reprints of the highest quality with fine 
plates. 

Mr. A1 Hoch of Quarterman Publications is the man who reprints the numismatic classics 
of the highest quality and you can be the major benefactor. Over the years Mr. Hoch has 
republished “Obsolete Bank Notes of New England,’’ by D.C. Wismer and Lyman Low’s 
classic “Hard Times Tokens” as well as many, many others. Mr. Hoch’s latest presentation 
is Crosbys’ “Early Coins of America” which has an extensively revised bibliographical for¬ 
ward provided by Eric Newman. This major work is widely regarded by many scholars as 
being America’s finest numismatic classic. Its now available for $45.00 from Quarterman 
Publications Inc., 5 South Union St., Lawrence, Mass. 01843. 

With all this interest in numismatic literature w : hy not join the Numismatic Bibliomania 
Society, for $7.50 a year you receive a quartely publication which educates and encourages 
numismatic literature, for admission details, write to: Mrs. Linda Kolbe, P.O. Box 1066A, 
Crestline, CA 92345. 

Above all check "Coin World," its published weekly and gives you an outstanding presen¬ 
tation of news pertaining to all facets of numismatic Literature. Where else can I find 
numismatic literature? At book shows, public library sales of discarded books and coin 
dealers. 

You will need a suberb book binder sooner, than you will later. A cheap binding does not 
enhance a numsimatic classic. I have engaged the expertise of the Captain’s Bindery, 
James F. Rigg, 20 Balsam Drive, E. Greenwich, R.O. 02818. Consult with Jim on your bin¬ 
ding needs. This gentleman’s performance can only enhance your library's appearance. 

Eric Newman once said of numismatic literature “Hopefully its all out there, 
somewhere. ” In other words become a detective. Last summer I had the pleasure of 
locating a collection which is described as follows: "The John S. Perkins Collection of 
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Numismatic Literature.” I was told Mr. Perkins was a coin collector and was employed by 
the Port Authority of Boston in the 1870’s to perhaps 1900. An investigation of the article, 
"History of the Boston Numismatic Society” by Shepard Pond, which appears in the July 
1935 issue of “The Numismatist,” did not speak of our coin collecting friend, Mr. Perkins. 
We can speak though of his intriguing library which included the following classics, which I 
believe are not seen on a regular basis today. Alfred Sandham’s ‘‘Coins and Tokens of the 
Dominion of Canada” published in 1869 is extremely interesting because the purple covered 
11 page supplement of 1872 was enclosed in the book with the fold up 10” x 15” black and 
white plate of medals and tokens of Canada. This book is bound in light blue and appears 
original, usually Sandham’s are bound in green, with black label gilt title on the cover. 

Other foreign coin books are Australian Tradesmens Tokens, by C.W. Stainsfield. This 
copy has a business label of Lyman H. Low. The last foreign coin book is “English Coins and 
Tokens” by L. Jewitt and Barclay Head. This hard cover is 5” x 7” bound in green and 
printed in London 1886, priced at one shilling. Inside cover stamped, Chas. Enders, 324 E. 
69th Street, New York. Coins, Indian relics and curios ties. 

An 1864 copy of “Coins, Medals and Seals,”by W.C. Prime, reveals the series Mr. Perkins 
enjoyed collecting and studying. Many check marks appear for Colonials, Washington 
pieces, early silver dollars, patterns and American medals awarded military naval officers 
by Congress. The 1873 edition of “The Coin Book,” by 1.3. Homans, Jr. and published by Lip- 
pincott was included in Perkins library. Embossed on the brown cover in gilt is an 1849 twen¬ 
ty dollar gold coin exhibiting the obverse and reverse. This volume is comprised of plates, a 
numismatic dictionary, gold and silver production charts and has seen little use due to its 
bright, fresh appearance. 

Seldom seen is the forty page 9” by 11”, Coin Collectors Manual, compiled by George 
Jones and sold by Edward Cogan in 1860. Mr. Jones felt his reasonably priced manual, 
which is a description of U.S. coins and account of their prices realized at prominent auc¬ 
tions, will guide the young collector and veteran numismatics, u'hen purchasing coins for 
their cabinets. Appearing along with a centennial copy of “The Coin Chart Manual,” which 
is supplementary to Thompson’s Bank Note and Commercial Reporter is Thomas Birch & 
Son’s April 12, 1870 sale of J. Colvin Randall’s collection of assay medals and patterns. 
Always popular and in constant demand is Capt. John Haseltine’s, November 1881 type 
table catalog sale of his personal collection on the early American die varieties of quarter, 
half and silver dollars. This catalog was accompanied with the prices realized list. Most in¬ 
teresting is John A. Bolen’s, “Medals, Cards and Facsimilies.” This discriptive catalog of 
Mr. Bolens’ work lists the number of medals and the disposition of dies then known in 1882 to 
Edwin L. Johnson, the printer from Springfield, Mass. A real numismatic challenge would 
be to complete a 54 piece type set of the medals of John Bolen who is known throughout the 
coin world of America as the die sinker and medalist of Springfield, Massachusetts.

New Book on Illinois 
Trade Tokens Released 

Collectors of trade tokens will be interested to learn that the long-awaited second edition 
oi TRADE TOKENS OF ILLINOIS by Ore VacKetta is now available. The completely revis¬ 
ed hardbound book contains over 11,000 listings of known tokens of Ilinois, compared to only 
5,000 in the 1973 edition. The “Good For 5 Cents In Trade” tokens and the many varieties of 
“Good For” tokens are widely collected, as an interesting and educational hobby. Each 
token is alphabetically listed by merchant and town, with a full description of obverse and 
reverse given. A price and rarity guide provides relative values. 

Illinois trade tokens are collected in many different ways. Some people search for one 
piece from a town, others for all varieties of one or more towns. Still others collect Dairy, 
Saloon, Bank, Amusement or other specialities. Collecting by different shapes, odd- 
denominations and other areas are also possible. 

The 580 page volume contains over 800 photographs, historical notes and introductory ar¬ 
ticles on token collecting, as well as a detailed maverick listing, used to locate tokens 
without a city or state inscribed. The hardbound book is only $29.95 ($31.45 for Ilinois

Young Collectors—New Collectors to be 
Accommodated at Detroit ANA Convention 

In a move intended to generate interest of new collectors and young numismatists in the 
American Numismatic Association’s 92nd anniversary convention in Detroit next summer, 
the ANA board of governors has voted to set aside a specific area of the bourse to cater to 
beginners. Up to ten percent of the bourse area will be restricted to dealers selling low cost 
material. No item may be priced at more than $100 in this area. 

Dealers interested in obtaining bourse space in this special area should write to ANA 
headquarters requesting a special application. Cost of these regular sized bourse spaces 
will be $400, as compared to $900 in the unrestricted sales area. Applications must be obtain¬ 
ed and returned no later than December 31, 1983. 

It is anticipated that the area will attract not only new collectors but those interested in 
books, tokens, medals and other low ticketed items. 

The 92nd anniversary convention will be held in Detroit, July 28 through August 1, 1984. 
Headquarters hotel is the city’s prestigious Detroit Plaza. The bourse will be conducted in 
nearby Cobo Hall. The area is the pride of Detroit's urban redevelopment area.

Coin Sales to Raise Budget Cash to Resume 

"Taxpayers and coin collectors will both benefit from a provision in the just-enacted con¬ 
tinuing resolution which mandates that the United States Mint make and sell sets of uncir¬ 
culated coins,” said Chairman Frank Annunzio (D-Ill.) of the House Consumer Affairs and 
Coinage Subcommittee. 

Mint sets consist of one coin of each denomination struck at the nation's mints. In 1981, the 
last year the sets were offered. 2.9 million sets were sold at a price of $11 per set. The sales 
produced revenues of $9.1 million over and above the cost making, packaging, and mailing 
the sets. 

"Despite the sets’ popularity and profitability, the Administration ordered personnel cuts 
that forced the end of this program. By mandating that these sets be sold, Congress will put 
Americans back to work while helping reduce the staggering deficits produced by this Ad¬ 
ministration,” said Annunzio. 

“The Administration opposed this amendment, despite its need for every possible penny 
to reduce its record budget deficits. While the House had passed this measure last April, it 
was kept bottled up in the Senate until Senator Alan Dixon (D-Ill.) offered it as an amend¬ 
ment to the continuing budget resolution. Once on the Senate floor, it was adopted 
unanimously. He is to be commended for alertly taking this opportunity to raise millions to 
help reduce the Reagan deficit. 

"Now that Congress has mandated that the manufacture of these sets be resumed, I hope 
the Administration will get the message that popular government programs which raise 
revenues should be expanded, not be cut,” said Annunzio.

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New Commemorative Counterfiets Surface 

Something new in counterfeits in the U.S. commemorative silver half dollar series has ap¬ 
peared. Six different issues have been seen by the American Numismatic Association Cer¬ 
tification Service—the 1928 Hawaiian, 1935 Hudson, 1921 Missouri, 1915-S Panama-Pacific, 
1935 Spanish Trail and the 1925 Fort Vancouver. All six counterfeits exhibit the same style 
lustre and surface texture. 

General diagnostics for these counterfeits are: slightly “fuzzy” details, rough or pebbly 
fields, and lustre that is “not quite right.” In a side-by-side comparison with a genuine coin, 
these new counterfiets can be detected rather easily, but by themselves they are quite 
deceptive. If these pieces were artifically toned or lightly circulated they could be extreme¬ 
ly difficult to detect. 

ANACS will publish specific diagnostics for these counterfeits in The Numismatist soon.

Sixth ANA Midwinter Convention 
to be Held in Colorado Springs 

The American Numismatic Association (ANA), with headquarters at 818 North Cascade 
Avenue in Colorado Springs, is busy making plans for its Sixth Midwinter Convention to be 
held in the new Colorado Hall at The Broadmoor Conference Center from February 23 to 26, 
Thursday through Sunday, 1984.

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BEP Makes Changes 
In Currency Printing 

The Bureau of Engraving and Printing has announced two changes in the currency 
manufacturing process as part of its efforts to improve productivity and reduce costs. 

The first change, which went into effect October 1, provides for notes to be printed in units 
of 100,000 sheets (3.2 million notes) instead of 40,000 sheets. This change creates a new serial 
numbering scheme and note location on a sheet, with a 100,000 number difference between 
sequential notes on a sheet. 

First instituted for $1 notes in February 1983, use of the larger unit size reduced downtime 
for the Currency Overprinting and Processing Equipment (COPE) by eliminating the need 
to shut down the press to reset serial numbers. As a result, COPE production output increas¬ 
ed by 2000 sheets per press shift. 

The second processing change involves the use of star notes without regard to Federal 
Reserve Bank designation. Star notes are used as replacements for imperfect notes which 
are found in the note examination process after they have been overprinted with seals, 
signatures, and serial numbers. Star notes are so named because a star appears after the 
serial number in place of the suffix letter of the Federal Reserve Bank. Star notes carry arf 
independent series of serial numbers. 

Previously a replacement star note had the same Federal Reserve District designation as 
the imperfect note it replaced. The new policy of using star notes from only one Federal 
Reserve District at a time reduces the number of star note inventories which must be main¬ 
tained from 72 (6 denominations each from 12 banks) to 6 (denominations only). It also 
simplifies accountability procedures since separate accountability must be maintained for 
each inventory. 

Bureau Director, Robert J. Leuver, cites these two changes as examples of the kind of 
operational improvements which have helped the Bureau produce record currency pro¬ 
grams for the past three years. He reports that cost savings resulting from these two 
changes have been estimated to be between $400,000 and $500,000 annually. In FY ’83 the 
Bureau’s overall productivity measured by comparing production output with employee 
workhours increased an estimated 11% over FY ’82 figures.

NENA Board Meeting 

The February 12, 1,984 meeting of the NENA Board of Directors was held at the Howard 
Johnson’s Motor Lodge, Portsmouth, New Hampshire. It was called to order by President 
Robert Maisch at 1:55 p.m. Those present were: Eliott Goldberg, John Mullen, Frank Shaw, 
Robert and Cheryl Maisch, James Rolston, Paul White, Arthur Fitts, James Clapp, and 
Mary Mullen. 

The recording secretary corrected the minutes of the Board and General Meetings 
printed in the January NENA NEWS by deleting the sentence “Sally . . . years” in the 
minutes of the General Meeting. The report was accepted as corrected. John Mullen read 
the treasurer’s report. Eliott Goldberg reported that there had been no further cor¬ 
respondence from the West Springfield Coin Club regarding the 1986 Conference. The 
Board, after discussion of an interim report from the Boston Conference treasurer, re¬ 
quested that an itemized accounting of that Conference be submitted to the Board prior to 
the April 8 meeting. 

Robert Maisch displayed the winning design for the 1984 Conference Medal, as decided in 
a contest judged by Florence Elms, Geoffrey Dean, Jr., and Kent London.

Numismatics: A Foundation for Friendship 

National Coin Week 1984 will be held the week of April 15 to 21 and the theme this year is 
“Numismatics: A Foundation for Friendship,” which gives collectors a chance to share the 
excitement and fun of their hobby with old friends and to make new friends through a 
mutual interest in numismatics. American Numismatic Association President Q. David 
Bowers has appointed Nancy W. Green, Librarian of ANA, to be this year’s chairwoman. 

The committee this year is made up of William and Elizabeth Wisslead for California, 
Shawn H. Duthie of Montana, Steve Urwin in Ohio, Archie Black in New Jersey, David E. 
Simson in Illinois, Winborne Spring of North Carolina and Paul Lee Miller of Oklahoma. All 
are active in their local clubs and have promised help to the clubs in their areas in pro¬ 
moting National Coin Week 1984. 

The key to a successful National Coin Week is reaching out to a general public that may 
know little about the numismatic hobby. This means publicity. A club committee might be 
formed to coordinate observance of NCWS with your town or city management. Ask your 
mayor, a county official or even the state governor to sign a proclamation declaring 
National Coin Week in your area. Contact local service clubs and schools, asking if they 
would like to hear an interesting program about coin collecting. 

Call upon your radio and television stations and regional newspapers, informing them of 
their upcoming displays, lectures and shows. Many radio sations have “talk” shows where 
listeners can call in with questions. Perhaps two or three club members could be on a show 
like this to answer questions and talk about numismatics in general. Visit your local 
museum, historical society, or bank and offer to place an exhibit that depicts the many 
aspects of numismatics. Set up a table or booth at a local shopping center where people can 
bring coins for identification or ask questions about the hobby. 

The ANA will send a NCW “Promotional Packet” to any individual, club or organization 
requesting information on National Coin Week, logos, buttons, posters and ANA literature. 
All requests for NCW materials should be addressed to National Coin Week 1984, P.O. Box 
2366, Colorado Springs, CO 80901. 

Any individual, club or organization can participate in National Coin Week. All par- 
, ticipants are invited to share their ideas about NCW and activities during the week by sub¬ 
mitting a final report to the NCW chairwoman. Outstanding reports will be selected for 
publication in THE NUMISMATIST. Certificates of Participation will be prepared and for¬ 
warded to those individuals and organizations that have aided in efforts for National Coin 
Week. 

National Coin Week 1984 can be a success only when clubs and/or individuals promote it in 
their local areas. Fellowship and friendship are important parts of numismatics.

report of the Bank Returns of the 29th Congress, 1841-1846; and a magazine REAL

show us? This is an interesting part of our program and much can be learned from the 
variety of things shown! 

During the March meeting, Richard Balbaton showed us an exceptional set of slides 
covering his collection of French banknotes beginning with the French Assignats of 1789 
and continuing up to the 200 franc note of 1982, the latest issue.

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Young Numismatist Awards Announced 

Chairwoman of the ANA Young Numismatist Program Florence M. Schook discloses awards to be given in connection 
with the YN program for 1984 at the annual convention in Detroit. These awards are provided by the American 
Numismatic Association, and other organizations and individuals interested in encouraging the participation of young coin 
collectors in the hobby. The thirteen awards are designated as follows: 

(1) Abe Kosoff Memorial Literary Award; (2) Gould Memorial Literary Award; (3) Hay Byrne Memorial Literary 
Award; (4) Florence Schook Outstanding Young Numismatist Award; (5) Outstanding Adult Leader or Advisor Award 
-Anonymous. (6) Charles H. Wolfe Class C (YN)Convention Exhibit Award; (7) Gordon Z. Greene Memorial United 
States Exhibit Award; (8) James L. Betton Foreign Coinage Exhibit Award; (9) Kurt Krueger Paper Money Exhibit 
Award; (10) Melisa Van Grover Israel or Judiac Exhibit Award; (11) Arlie Slabaugh Medals and Tokens Exhibit Award; 
(12) Charles H. Wolfe Medieval and Ancient Exhibit Award; (13) Alan Herbert Error/Variety Exhibit Award. 


Qualifications for all of these awards (except No. 5) are that the contestants be junior members (ages 11 through 17) of 
the ANA at the time of their achievements, although they may have become adults by the time the awards are presented at 
the Detroit convention; their achievements must have been originated and carried out on their own; and their entries for 
awards no. 1-5 must have been received by chairwoman Florence Schook no later than April 15, 1984. 

There is no limit on the length of written articles. The manuscript must be types or printed on 8 V by 11” sheets, double 
spaced, and on only one side of the paper; it must bear the author's name, ANA number, affiliation with other numismatic 
organizations, and be accompanied by a short biographical sketch and his or her glossy black and white photograph. 

An article once submitted may be resubmitted if the author has done further research on the subject and has revised the 
article substantially. However, should the author pass junior status, the article or manuscript cannot be resubmitted. An 
article may be submitted in only one category. 

An entry may be submitted by an officer or editor of a local, state or regional organization but all rules herein must app¬ 
ly. In case an article is submitted by other than the author, the author’s written permission must accompany it, and it will 
then be treated as if submitted by the author. 

Detailed rules and qualifications for the individual awards are available from Mrs. Florence School, P.O. Box 2014, 
Livonia, MI 48154. Anyone wishing to enter or submit an entry for an exhibit award (no. 6-13) should write for exhibit rules 
and information to Exhibit Chairman Martin Delger, c/o ANA, P.O. Box 2366, Colorado Springs, CO 80901. 


1983 Gold Coins Off Sale Sale March 31 

The British Royal Mint has announced that as of March 31 the 1983 series of gold proof coins 
comprising the sovereign, half sovereign, 2 coin and the three coin set, will be withdrawn 
from sale. Making the announcement Michael J. Mansley the Mint’s Assistant Director of 
Marketing in North America explained that from a purely marketing point of view a cut-off 
date is essential. “I suspect, however,” he said, “that we will have very little to withdraw! ” 
“Collector interest in North America has been tremendous and very stimulating. It is ex¬ 
tremely pleasing to know that British issues are so popular here in the United States. 

The history of the sovereign in Britain’s coinage is significant. It was first introduced in 
1489 during the reign of King Henry VII, and was nicknamed the “sovereign” because of the 
special interest which the Monarch took in it. Gradually the 1 pound coin was surplanted by 
the “guinea,” and it was late in the reign of George III that the coin was reintroduced in 1817 
following an act of Parliament aimed at standardizing the currency. The celebrated gem 
engraver, Benedetto Pistrucci was recruited from Italy to produce the design for the new 
sovereign. Pistrucci’s now classic protrayal of “St. George and the Dragon” has appeared 
on the reverse of every gold sovereign since 1887 and all United Kingdom gold coins since 
1893, when it was similarly adopted for the half-sovereign. The gold 2 pound was introduced 
in 1823, but this is the first time it has ever been available as an individual coin. 

Mintage limits for the sovereign and half-sovereign are 22,000 and for the 2 pound only 
12,500. While stock remains, coins are available at the following prices: 

1983 Gold Proof Sovereign, $235 (U.S.). $295 (CAN); 1983 Gold Proof Half-Sovereign, $125 
(U.S.), $158 (CAN); 1983 Gold Proof 2 pound Coin, $465 (U.S.), $583 (CAN); 1983 British Gold 
Proof Set, $775 (U.S.), $970 (CAN).

1984 National Coin Week 
Legislation Introduced 

Legislation designating April 15 to 21,1984, as National Coin Week was introduced today 
by Chairman Frank Annunzio (D-Ill.) of the House Consumer Affairs and Coinage Subcom¬ 
mittee. 

“This year’s theme, ‘Numismatics: A Foundation for Friendship,’ highlights the joys of 
being a coin collector,” said Annunzio. “As coins are a thing of value, so are friendships. 
And many friendships are created over discussing and comparing coin collections." 

There are over eight million Americans who collect coins. They belong to more than 800 
local coin clubs scattered across all 50 states and overseas military installations. The 
American Numismatic Association, the Federally chartered organization of the nation’s 
coin collectors, has appointed Annunzio Honorary Cochairman of National Coin Week for 
the second consecutive year. 

‘“We all recognize the intrinsic value of a coin. But coins are symbolic as well,” Annunzio 
said. “We have all thrown a penny into a fountain, wishing for good luck in life for ourselves 
and our friends. We have donated coins to charities to exercise goodwill toward our fellow 
man. Even flipping a coin to resolve a dispute between friends is a common occurrence. 

“The spirit of camaraderie is apparent throughout numismatic circles. Through publica¬ 
tions and conventions, coin collectors gather to share friendship and examine coins of in¬ 
terest and value. National Coin Week encourages coin collecting by publicizing a wonderful 
hobby and occupation. 

“Numismatics promotes friendship and understanding among all people,” Annunzio con¬ 
cluded. “It is a privilege to be introducing this legislation to honor numismatics.” 
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Albrecht Chooses Semiretirement 

Leonard Albrecht, an authenticator at American Numismatic Association certification 
Service, left the ANA staff on February 1 for a more leisurely life. 

Albrecht started work for the ANA in November 1981. He had been a long-time collector 
turned local coin dealer with main interests in United States dollars, and Canadian and 
British coinage. Leonard feels that the research potential and experience gained at the ANA 
will prove invaluable in his continued involvement in the hobby on his own. 

During his stay with the Certification Sevice he started his research on “Matte Proofs,” 
His first work, “Matte Proof Cents.” appeared in THE NUMISMATIST in the October 1983 
issue. Albrecht says he will continue the work and would like to carry it through all series of 
United States coins. 

ANA is not losing him completely as he will continue to support and assist it in all possible 
ways and to that end will be a consultant for ANACS and also serve as a seminar instructor. 

Ken Bressett, Director of ANACS, commented that while Albrecht's presence will be 
missed at ANA, the service will continue uninterrupted and a replacement will be selected 
in the near future.

ANA Midwinter Convention Souvenir Card 

The banknote souvenir card produced by the American Bank Note Company for distribu¬ 
tion at the February 23-26 convention of the American Numismatic Association will have at 
least one innovation -- it will have a card on a card! 

The feature of the souvenir .is a card-sized bird’s-eye view of Denver about 1872, when 
its population was some 6,000. The engraving was ordered by the Colorado National Bank 
of Denver for use on the Bank’s drafts and in 1875 on 1,500 business cards which, at that 
time, were post-card size. Pikes Peak stands out clearly in the mountain range in the 
background of the scene. 

The engraving is debossed in the center of the letter-sized card and the entire intaglio 
printing is in banknote green. Included on the century-old engraving, done from the original 
plate, are data about the Bank and names of its officers, of which two are brothers Chas. H. 
Kountze, president, and Augustus Kountze, vice president. 

The Bank is extant and Mr. Harold Kountze, Jr., one of its officers and a descendant of the 
founders, will be present for the convention opening ceremonies at noon Thursday, Friday 
23, and will be available afterward to autograph cards. Cards may be purchased at the con¬ 
vention being held at The Broadmoor in Colorado Springs for $4 each and postconvention by 
mail at $4 plus $1 per order of 10 or fewer. Orders should be addressed to ANA Souvenir 
Card, P.O. Box 2366, Colorado Springs, CO 80901.

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April NENA Board Meeting 

The April 8 meeting of the NENA Board of Directors, held at the Samoset, Rockport, 
Maine, was called to order at 10:40 a.m. by Robert Maisch. The Board had convened at 
10:30 to view the bourse area for the conference. 

Those present were: Robert Maisch, Cheryl Maisch, Walter Riley, John Mullen, James 
Clapp, Frank Shaw, Paul White, James Rolston, and Mary Mullen. The secretary’s report 
was accepted and the treasurer’s report was read. A suggestion was made by the Board 
that the treasurer explore the possibility of freeing up funds currently held in certificates 
to create a more fluid cash reserve for meeting the increasing expenses of NENA. 

John Mullen presented a report on behalf of Thomas Rockwell, treasurer of the 1983 Con¬ 
ference. This report summarized the financial matters of the conference. 

Walter Riley, medal chairman of the 1984 Conference, offered a report contrasting the 
prices and sizes of medals issued by NENA in recent years. After discussion of the various 
metals and mintages, the board voted independently on each type of medal. The vote was 
to produce the medal in dollar size in bronze and silver, with a gold plate medal available 
in a set of three by subscription only. 

Jim Clapp requested that the Blackinton Company modify their interpretation of his 
design for the obverse of the medal. Two suggestions from the board would make minor 
changes in the reverse design; these suggestions were accepted by the designer, Robert 
Maisch. These requests will be relayed to Blackinton by Walter Riley. 

Jim Rolston, Exhibit Chairman, offered suggestions for changes in NENA exhibit rules. 
After discussion, the board voted to accept these changes to clarify the rules and make 
them more consistent with NENA policy. 

Robert Maisch reported on the progress of the 1984 Conference. Several speakers will be 
making presentations during the conference, including Charlie Colver, Ken Elwell, Bob 
Wester, Bob Moffat, and Frank Trask. A junior speaker will be provided by Larry Gentile, 
NENA Youth Activities Director. John Pittman will be the guest speaker at the banquet, 
talking on his recent visit to the Shanghai mint. Auction rules for the conference auction 
will appear in detail in the July NENA News. 

Two motions were offered by John Mullen. The first was to raise the maximum travel 
allowance for each director to $30. The motion passed. The second was to allow the name 
of Carol Goldberg to be added to the safe deposit box that NENA holds under the care of 
the Executive Secretary; the motion passed. 

A motion was offered by James Rolston that the Board ask Eliott Goldberg to take pro¬ 
per measures to ensure the safety of the prior years’ medals held by NENA. The motion 
passed. This will be brought to the attention of the Executive Secretary, who was unable to 
be present at this meeting. 

The next meeting of the Board will be held Sunday, June 10, at 1:30 p.m. in Portsmouth, 
New Hampshire at the Howard Johnson’s. The meeting adjourned at 1:10 p.m.

Convention goers will find a wealth of things to do, see, explore and enjoy while travell¬ 
ing the mid-coast of Maine on the way to the fall NENA Conference along U.S. Route 1 to 
Rockport. 

Don’t wait until you arrive at the NENA Convention to begin enjoying the beauty of 
Maine. The route will take you through historic towns and cities—brief detours will allow 
for drives down peninsulas and coves to fishing villages and scenic vistas. It’s all here with 
interesting Maine handicraft and antique shops and flea markets. Stop to browse. 

One of your first stops may well be Freeport, the birthplace of Maine, where the papers 
were signed making Maine a state. As the sportsminded know this is also the home of L. L. 
Bean, open 24 hours a day, 365 days a year. 

In Brunswick you’ll find Bowdoin College, a small independent college with such alumni 
as Longfellow, Hawthorne, Franklin Pierce and Robert E. Peary. North Pole explorers 
memorablia is housed in the Peary-MacMillan Arctic Museum. As you drive along, watch 
for signs to take you to the Harpswells (Route 123) or Orr’s and Bailey Islands (Route 24), 
for a possible side trip to Land’s End. 

In Bath, the City of Ships, is located the Maine Maritime Museum. As you cross the Ken¬ 
nebec River on the Carlton Bridge, you will have a brief glimpse of modern-day ship¬ 
building at the Bath Iron Works. 

Having passed through Wiscasset, known as “The Prettiest Village in Maine,” as you 
start across the Sheepscot River Bridge, look to your right—you’ll see the hulks of the old 
LUTHER LITTLE and HESPER, the remains of wooden ship four masted schooners 
resting on the river bottom. 

Damariscotta is the location of Indian oyster shell heaps, now a National Historic Site. 
The first five masted schooner was built in Waldoboro. Love to Sail? Then you are pro¬ 
bably familiar with the Friendship Sloop—but did you know it was built in Friendship, 
Maine. 

In Thomaston is one of Maine’s most famous landmarks—the stately replica of General

1984 NENA Convention to Assemble 
Nationwide Speakers 

A cadre of renowned and interesting speakers is being assembled by Frank Trask, 
Education Committee Chairman for the 1984 New England Numismatic Association Con¬ 
ference to be held September 21-23, 1984, at the Samoset, Rockport, Maine. 

A thumbnail biographical sketch about the speakers and their topics on the docket is as 
follows: 

Charles Colver, travelling from Covina, California, will discuss “Two Decades of 
California State Numismatic Association Medallions.” Charles is President of the Califor¬ 
nia State Numismatic Association and was Secretary for sixteen years. He has been 
selected for the ANA Health Literary Award and the Krause Publication Numismatic Am¬ 
bassador Award. Long involved in numismatics, he was a leader in the crusade to save the 
old San Fransisco Mint, a member of the 1974 United States Assay Commission and Assis¬ 
tant Chief Judge at ANA Conventions since 1976. 

Robert Wester, hailing from Concord, New Hampshire, will discuss “Early Banking in 
Concord, New Hampshire. ” He is a collector of obsolete notes of Concord, New Hampshire 
and of historical medals and medallic portraits of John F. Kennedy. 

Kenneth Elwell of Cape Cod, Massachusetts, will talk on “Checks and Revenue Stamp 
Paper. " Kenneth is a dealer specializing in obsolete notes, early checks, stock certificates 
and paper Americana. 

Robert Moffatt, from Auburn, Massachusetts, will conduct a “Grading Seminar.” His 
presentation includes showing examples of whizzing, cleaning, retoning and sliders. 
Robert, a dealer and rare coin specialist, is a Numismatic Board Member of THE 
PRIVATE COIN COLLECTOR and the Official Grader for Worcester County Numismatic 
Society. 

Thomas Denly’s presentation will be “Boston Obsolete Banknotes.” Robert, a Boston 
coin and paper money dealer, collects Boston Obsolete Bank Notes, South Shore, 
Massachusetts Obsoletes and National Bank Notes. He is Vice-President, Currency Club 
of New England; Director, Massachusetts Association of Coin Dealers and handles patron 
donations for the Society of Paper Money Collectors (SPMC). 

Frank Trask, of Kennebunk, Maine will feature “Maine National Bank Notes” in his 
part of the educational forum. Frank is the Maine Delegate to the Currency Club of New 
England and received the 1983 Outstanding Speaker Award for that organization. He is 
also the Eastern Director of the Canadian Paper Money Society, Vice-President of the 
Maine Numismatic Association (MNA), and is the ANA Club Representative for the MNA. 
One of his collecting specialties is Maine Railroad Memorabilia. 

Admission to the Educational Forums is free for members and the general public at the 
Convention. 

As part of the Saturday evening banquet and Awards presentation activities, ANA 
Governor John J. Pittman will be the main speaker talking about his trip to China and visit 
to the Shanghai Mint.

NENA to Issue 1984 Conference Medal 

The New England Numismatic Association will issue a medal in conjunction with its 
conference to be held at the Samoset, Rockport, Maine during September 21-23, 1984. 

The 1984 NENA Fortieth Conference medal features Maine’s famous red and white 
candy-stripe lighthouse at West Quoddy Head looking over the Bay of Fundy from the 
easternmost point of land in the Continental United States. The lighthouse was built in 1808 
and rebuilt in 1858. The light tower is 83 feet from mean high water. The white group light, 
which flashes every 15 seconds, is visible for 18 miles. The medal was designed by Robert 
Reinhold Maisch of Auburn, Maine. 

The dollar size (1V 2 inch diameter) medals, struck by V. H. Blackinton and Co. ot At¬ 
tleboro Massachusetts, will be offered in limited numbers in bronze (300 to be struck), 
silver (75 to be struck) and gold-plate (50 to be struck). The gold-plate medal will only be 
available as part of a set comprised of one of each of the above metals. 

The sale price of the medals is bronze $4.00; Silver $25.00; and the medal set (comprised 
of a gold-plate, a bronze and a silver) is $40.00. There is a $3.00 postage and handling fee for 
all medal orders not picked up at the Convention. 

The New England Association began issuing ‘medals’ in conjunction with its conference 
in 1949. A catalogue of NENA medals, 1949 thru 1971, was compiled and published by 
Thomas B. Ross. So that collectors of the NENA Medal Series can maintain a current 
record of medals issued, the NENA Journal is beginning to carry photographs and infor¬ 
mation to update the Ross book.

MNA Silent Auction Slated 
for NENA Convention 

The Maine Numismatic Association will conduct a Silent Auction at the 1984 NENA Con¬ 
vention. The Auction is planned for Sunday, September 23, 1984, beginning at 10:00 a.m. 
and closing at 2:00 p.m. 

Auction Committee Chairman, Eldred Quimby and his committee members will be on 
hand to anwer questions and explain rules of the auction. 

The guidelines for the Silent Auction are not complicated. However, those collectors who 
are looking towards participating in this popular aspect of Maine Conventions are urged to 
become acquainted with the rules. 

These rules and guidelines can also be used to conducting local coin club auctions at 
their meetings. 


Silent Auction Rules 

I PLACING LOTS ON THE AUCTION 

A. Only paid-up MNA members in good standing may place items on the Silent Auction. 

B. Auction Lot Sheets may be purchased from the MNA Secretary at a cost of five cents 
per sheet. There is no other charge. 

C. To place an item on the Auction fill out the auction form as follows: 

1. Put your MNA membership number in both blanks labeled “Auction Lot No.” 

2. Describe the item in the large empty space on the left side of the Auction Sheet. 

3. If it is desired to protect the value of the item, place a Reserve or Minimum Bid in 
the column to the right of line labeled “Res.” If no reserve is desired, then write 
“open” in the column opposite Res. 

4. At the show the Auction Lot Sheet and the item to be auctioned are placed together 
in the area allocated for the silent auction. Lots should be placed shortly after the 
show opens. 

5. Members are requested to limit the number of lots placed on the auction to 50 
sheets. If you have more than 50 sheets, please see the Auction Chairman. If space 
is available, the Auction Chairman will authorize additional lots to be placed on the 
Auction. 

6. Items placed on the Auction must be of a numismatic exonumic or philatelic 
nature. 

NOTE: No one may knowingly offer for sale any illegal coins, counterfiets, 
forgeries, unmarked copies, or other spurious merchandise. 

II. BIDDING ON LOTS IN THE AUCTION 

A. Everyone attending the convention is encouraged to participate in bidding on the 
Silent Auction. 

B. To bid on an item proceed as follows: 

1. Place the amount to be bid in the “BID” Column under the open or reserve 
amount. 

2. Place your identification number in the “No.” Column under “Res.” If you are an 
MNA member, your identification number is your membership number. If you are 
not an MNA member, your identification number is the one given to you at the 
registration table upon entering the Convention. 

3 . The first bid must be equal to or greater than the “Reserve” bid. If there is no 
minimum bid or “Open Reserve,” the bid must be equal to or greater than ten 
cents. 

4. Bidders are requested to abide by the courtesy of bidding using the following in¬ 
crements : 

a. Open to $3.00 item - minimum ten cent increments. 

b. $3.00 to $10.00 items -- minimum twenty-five (250 cents. 

c. $10.00 to $20.00 items - minimum fifty (500 cents. 

d. $20.00 or greater items - minimum one ($1.00) dollar. 

5. Bidding can take place throughout the day until closing of the Auction is announc- 
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Silent Auction Rules Continued 

ed. NOTICE: When closing is announced, everyone with exception of the Auction 
Committee is to stand clear of the auction area. 

C. When the Auction closes the following occurs: 

1. Items with no bid will remain on the tables to be returned to the owner. 

2. Items with one bid through four bids (including Reserve bid) will be awarded to the 
person making the highest bid. 

3. Items with five or more bids (including the Reserve bid) will go up for oral auction. 
Standard oral auction rules will apply and bidders are again requested to honor the 
previously mentioned bidding increments. 

4. When the oral auction is completed the Auction Committee will complete the 
segregation of purchased items. A member of the Auction Committee will call out 
identification numbers for winning bidders to pick-up their material. (NOTE: To 
minimize confusion while lots are being separated everyone is asked to remain 
clear of the committee’s work area until their identification number is called.) 
Separating the lots and distributing the material takes about one hour - if you do 
not have the time to remain to pick-up your material, you are asked not to bid in the 
Auction. 

5. After the material is distributed, the Auction Committee segregates the receipts 
by identification number for the persons who placed material in the Silent Auction 
A member of the committee will call out identification numbers when the lot 
receipts and money for sold material is ready for distribution. This part of the Auc¬ 
tion takes approximately 45 minutes. 

III. Below is shown a completed silent auction bid sheet with five bids which would put the 
material up for oral auction.

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Invitation to Exhibit Numismatic Material 

All members of the New England Numismatic Association are invited to participate as exhibitors. 

PART I - EXHIBIT RULES 

1. The New England Numismatic Association reserves the right to accept or reject any ex¬ 
hibit. An official application form must be submitted to the Exhibit Chariman of the 
Conference. 

2. Exhibits are divided into three (3) groups: 

A. Competitive Exhibits - members of NENA, 18 years of age or older. 

B. Non-Competitive Exhibits. 

C. Competitive Junior Exhibits - members of NENA unders 18 years. 

3. Each exhibitor may enter only one exhibit in Group A and/or Group C. The applicant 
will designate the exhibit classification; however, the Exhibit Chairman, after con¬ 
ference with the exhibitor, may transfer the exhibit to the proper classification. 

4. Exhibitors shall not violate any government regulations or display forged, spurious, or 
counterfeit material - unless displayed in Group B for educational purposes and so iden¬ 
tified. 

5. The identity of the exhibitor will not appear on the exhibit. Each exhibitor will place his 
own exhibit and all exhibited material must be the personal property of the exhibitor. 
Exhibitors will not be in the exhibit area during judging. Cases on display shall not be 
opened at any time during the conference. 

6. Exhibitors may not enter the same exhibit that has been judged and awarded a First 
place in a previous NENA conference as a competitive exhibit. The same material may 
be re-exhibited provided it has been completely changed in nature from a previous com¬ 
petitive exhibit. 

7. Each exhibitor will be limited to no more than three (3) cases. NENA will provide one 
(1) case when requested with application. 

8. Eligibility - Any person who is a NENA member, is registered for the conference and 
submits an exhibit application. 

9. The Conference, the Conference Committee Members, the Host Clubs, the New England 
Numismatic Association, Inc., and/or the Hotel shall not be responsible for any loss, 
damage or injury that may occur to exhibitors or their property from any cause what¬ 
soever, prior, during or subsequent to the period covered by this contract, and the 
undersigned expressly releases the Conference, the Committee Members, Host Clubs, 
New England Numismatic Association, Inc., and/or the Hotel from, and agrees to in¬ 
demnify same against any and all claims from such loss, damage or injury. 

10. The Applicant also hereby agrees to abide by all rules and regulations of the Hotel and 
Conference. These conditions shall not be varied.

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Bottoms Up! 

The fulfillment of two years planning was recently realized with the departure of my 
family and I for a three week visit to Germany. My wife’s sister and her husband met us at 
the airport in Frankfurt and we began what seemed to be twenty one days of constant mo¬ 
tion. 

I had left home with high hopes of adding tokens, Notgeld, and other foreign exonumia to 
my collection, but each hobby store we visited was stocked almost exclusively with coins 
and stamps. Each tourist attraction gave me an opportunity to purchase another souvenir 
pin for my new alpine hat, but exonumia as I knew it, was not to be found. 

We had been to a variety of castles, museums, beer halls, and other such points of in¬ 
terest, when my sister-in-law recalled a small town which she thought we would enjoy. We 
piled into her Mercedes station wagon and within an hour we were in the town of Rothen- 
burg Ob Der Tauber located in south central Germany. A trip to this place is as close as 
one can get to seeing how a 16th century fortified town was laid out. The village is com¬ 
pletely surrounded by a wall approximately twenty feet high and over one and a half miles 
in distance. Nine gates and thirty three towers are the only changes to the smooth line of 
wall. 

Rothenburg had come under seige during the Thirty Years War and despite a valiant 
defense, the Imperialist forces commanded by General Tilley were victorious in the year 
1631. Tilley sentenced the town councillors to death and gave orders for the plunder and 
destruction of the town. However, the next day while partaking of the heavy Franconian 
wine, Tilley issued a challenge that if any of the councillors could finish in one draught a 
decorative three quarter gallon bumper (stein) of the wine, he would spare them and their 
town. The former mayor Nusch accepted the dare and miraculously emptied the bumper 
in ten minutes thereby saving the town from destruction. Nusch reportedly slept for three 
days and nights after the feat and lived another thirty seven years, passing away at the 
age of eighty. 

This story was related to us as we stood in the town square and watched mechanical 
figures that flanked the city hall clock reenact the famous “big drink” much to the delight 
of the camera toting tourists. The bumper itself was on display in the local museum and 
certainly appeared to be a formidable challenge to any chug-a-lug champion. 

As we left the square to return to the car, my eye suddenly caught that telltale gleam 
that every true collector knows. There in the window of a gift shop was a brass medal ap¬ 
proximately the size of our half dollar, which captured forever that heroic “big drink.” 
After leaving my five marks (about $3 U.S.), I had my first and most memorable piece of 
German exonumia.

New Die Errors Appear Frequently 

During recent months the American Numismatic Association Certification Service Staff 
has been seeing an increase in the volume of coins with mint die errors. One such is the 1982 
“no-mintmark” dime that resulted from the mint’s failure to hand punch the “P” into one 
of the working dies. This oversight may have been a throwback to the no-mintmark dies us¬ 
ed at Philadelphia prior to 1980. Its discovery, scarcity and publicity created a demand 
that drove the price up to where counterfeit or altered pieces may appear, although none 
have been seen to date. 

Another error that has been seen by the ANACS staff in increasing numbers is the 1983 
cent with a doubled die reverse. Although a very new error in the marketplace, a strong de¬ 
mand and a high price tag have already developed for it. Formed exactly as any other 
doubled die error, this coin shows very sharp and distinctive doubling of the legend and 
design on the reverse. The doubling is particularly evident in the letters of “ONE CENT.” 

Persons who discover coins from abnormal dies are encouraged to contact ANACS to 
have them verified as mint products.

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Numismatic Theatre at ANA Convention 

Again at this summer’s American Numismatic Association convention, July 28-August 1 
1 in Detroit, the Numismatic Theatre will be a feature. Since the Tuesday morning Educa¬ 
tional Forum will be a panel of discussion of pertinent concerns of the hobby, the 
Numismatic Theatre will be the only program where convention goers can see and hear 
members give presentations on a wide variety of numismatic subjects. 

First called the Little Theatre, it was conceived and organized by the ANA staff two 
weeks prior to the 1981 New Orleans convention.

At the same time it has become the platform for numismatic speakers 
to announce the results of any new research, explain a certain area of their specialty or add 
a new and interesting perspective to a numismatic subject. 

The plans for this summer’s Numismatic Theatre are progressing on schedule and will 
include a couple of changes over previous years that should be noted. The first is that the 
Theatre has been removed from the bourse floor and assigned to a good location within the 
convention hall. This move to a low-traffic location should eliminate the noise and distrac¬ 
tion that had been present at some previous conventions.

In December of 1981 he announced his deci¬ 
sion to relocate in New York City and shortly thereafter he founded National Collectors 
Laboratories, a service primarily dedicated to publishing reports on counterfeit U. S. and 
world coins. 

“My reasons for going to New York,” Pedro says, “were personal - I enjoy the big city 
and at that time it was important for me to be closer to my family in Puerto Rico. It was not 
an easy decision to make as there were a number of things that tied me to Colorado Spr¬ 
ings, among them an excellent friendship with ANA staff members. National Collectors 
Laboratories was developed in an effort to continue working in a field related to counterfeit 
detection and to give me an opportunity to expand and materialize a number of ideas such 
as the Counterfeit Analysis Reports and the Genuine Characteristics Reports.” 

Now back in Colorado Springs, Pedro will continue to issue the NCL reports and, at the 
same time, assist ANACS on a regular part-time basis, helping in counterfeit detection, 
grading, seminars and other related areas. 

“It’s great to be back! ” says Pedro, “ANA is presently the most active institution in the 
numismatic field and there is a definite feeling of pride in being considered part of it.” 
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World War II Exhibit at ANA Museum 

A formal dedication on the 40th anniversary of “D-Day,” June 6, 1984, will highlight the 
opening of the new exhibit “World War II: A Legacy in Numismatics” at the American 
Numismatic Association Museum, 818 N. Cascade Avenue in Colorado Springs. A reception 
and open house is scheduled for 7:30 p.m., and a special paper money souvenir sheet has 
been prepared to mark the occasion. A feature of the display is the Smithsonian Institution 
Traveling Exhibit Service (SITES) “Posters for Victory,” including colorful examples of 
wartime graphic art. 

The cataclysmic political, social and economic upheaval brought about by the Second 
World War is reflected in a great variety of numismatic items, ranging from emergency 
coinage and paper money to the rationing system materials issued by the Office of Price 
Administration, and contemporary military decorations. Among those items featured in 
the exhibit are the famous “HAWAII” overprint notes, issued in anticipation of possible 
Japanese takeover of the Islands; silver alloyed war nickels; cents made from zinc-coated 
steel and salvaged shell casings; currency from areas occupied by the Axis Powers; scrip 
from POW and concentration camps; and examples of special currencies of the Allied Na¬ 
tions. 

Students and collectors will be intrigued by some of the particularly unusual items 
displayed: the infamous Nazi counterfeits of Bank of England notes: facsimiles of curren¬ 
cy bearing propoganda messages, used as a form of psychological warfare; rare off-metal 
error striking coins, including a bronze cent of 1943 and a steel cent of 1944; error coins 
struck on blanks intended for other denominations; rare over-date and over-mintmark 
strikings from repunched dies; experimental U.S. currency on synthetic paper; and the 
original drawings, by artist John R. Sinnock, for the Purple Heart decoration. 

From 1941 to 1945 the United States undertook a major public relations campaign to gain 
support for its war effort. Colorful posters were produced by government agencies and 
private companies to encourage people to tighten their belts, to promote patriotic fervor 
and the sale of war bonds, and foster security measures. They provided an inexpensive 
media for mass communication at the time, and their visual impact can still be felt today. 
“Posters for Victory” was organized by the West Point Museum and included a variety of 
works, some by renowned painter Norman Rockwell. 

In addition to the reception at 7:30 p.m. on Wednesday, June 6, the ANA Museum is open 
to the public from 8:30 a.m. to 4:00 p.m., Tuesday through Saturday. Admission is free at 
all times: parking space for visitors is located immediately north of the building. 


ANACS Seeing Fewer Counterfeits 

A declining trend in the number of spurious and altered coins is being noticed in the coins 
submitted to the certification service of the American Numismatic Association. This trend 
may indicate a "cleaner” numismatic marketplace as far as nongenuine coins are con¬ 
cerned. 

Not only are the authenticators at ANACS noticing this trend in coins received by the ser¬ 
vice but the same is true of material seen in the bourse room of conventions to which they 
are invited. 

During the boom years of 1979-80, some 20-25 percent of the coins submitted to ANACS 
were spurious, replicas or altered. Since that time, however, publicity, seminars and atten¬ 
dance at shows has created a steady decline in the volume of fake coins. Today, ANACS 
personnel reveal, only about 5 percent of the coins they inspect are spurious or altered. 

Another trend noticed at conventions and shows is the ever increasing consistency of 
grading. By their presence at numismatic gatherings, ANACS personnel can communicate 
and institute ideas relative to grading standards with the dealers and general public with 
whom they come in contact.

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New Counterfeit Coins Surface 

Several new style counterfeits of rare U. S. commemorative half dollars have been 
discovered recently by the American Numismatic Association Certification Service. In the 
past nearly every counterfeit commemorative half dollar could be spotted easily by the 
dull, gray, “washed-out” lustre and a number of obvious depressions. These new style 
counterfeits exhibit much better lustre and virtually no identifying depressions or tool 
marks. 

These new types seen by ANACS are: 1915-S Panama-Pacific, 1921 Missouri, 1925 Fort 
Vancouver, 1928 Hawaii, 1935 Hudson, 1935 Spanish Trail, and a newcomer, the 1936 
Albany. Each of these is a relatively scarce issue that is not usually seen in top grades by 
the average numismatist. Other issues that may have been struck by this counterfeiter are 
the 1893 Isabella quarter, 1900 Lafayette dollar, 1921 Alabama, 1922 Grant with star, and 
the 1927 Vermont. 

These coins can be detected by three characteristics that are common to all examples 
seen. Each counterfeit has unusually sharp edges and reedings, slightly fuzzy details and 
incorrect lustre. This lustre can best be described as the glossy sheen of a lightly polished 
mint state silver coin. In a side by side comparison with genuine uncirculated specimens of 
the same design, each of these counterfeits can be detected without much difficulty. 
However, to a numismatist who is not familiar with genuine characteristics, they can be 
dangerously deceptive. 

These counterfeits have surfaced in Pennsylvania and Arizona as of this writing. 
Whether they attain a much greater distribution will depend strictly on the number of col¬ 
lectors and investors who purchase them. Numismatists not familiar with specific genuine 
characteristics of ANY rare coin should deal only w'ith ethical dealers who guarantee the 
authenticity of their merchandise.

He credits the ANA Young Numismatic 
Program and its chairperson Florence Schook personally for helping generate his en¬ 
thusiasm for numismatic study. 

Several present ANACS authenticators have advanced to their positions through this 
two-year training course, according to ANACS Director Kenneth Bressett.

Sell Gas Coupons for Cash 

“The United States has 4.8 billion gasoline rationing coupons in storage that it doesn't know what to do with. The 
Federal government should sell some or all of them to raise badly needed revenues,” said Chairman Frank Annunzio 
(D-IU.) of the House Consumer Affairs and Coinage Subcommittee. 

Annunzio has written to Secretary of Energy Donald Hodel urging him to do just that. “Since these coupons will never 
be used, I believe the sale of some of them would not only generate revenues to dispose of the remaining coupons, but 
would also raise a profit to help reduce the national debt,” Anunzio wrote. 

In his letter to Hodel, Annunzio pointed out that as Chairman of the Subcommittee with jurisdiction over coinage and 
currency, he is often contacted by collectors expressing an interest in purchasing some of the rationing coupons. The 
Federal government raises millions of dollars in profits from the sale of coins, currency, medals, and souvenir cards to 
the public. 

The rationing coupons were printed in 1974 at the height of the Arab oil embargo at a cost of 12.5 million. The coupons, 
packed in 126,000 boxes, are in storage at the Army Depot at Pueblo, Colorado, at a cost of 20,000 per year. Various sug¬ 
gestions to destroy the coupons have been rejected on a cost basis, with disposal costs ranging up to $250,000. The Army 
has expressed an interest in disposing of the coupons, but only if paid $100,000. 

“With the nation facing record deficits, it is imperative that we take every innovative measure to reduce the deficit as 
much as possible,” Annunzio wrote to Hodel. “With this Administration proposing record deficits, it is absolutely essen¬ 
tial that every possible revenue-raising measure be explored. While the sale of these coupons might be unorthodox, it is 
no different from selling any other surplus government property. Since the Federal government has no need for them and 
there are apparently buyers willing to pay for them, we should sell these coupons and raise some cash,” concluded An- 
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Treasury Cancels Contract Worth 
$790 Million for Taxpayers 

“The Treasury Department has cost the United States taxpayer nearly three-quarters of a billion dollars by cancelling 
a contract that obligated J. Aron & Company to purchase three million ounces of United States gold medallions,” said 
Chairman Frank Annunzio (D-Ill.) of the House Consumer Affairs and Coinage Subcommittee. 

In 1982 the Treasury awarded J. Aron the exclusive rights to market and sell Congressionally authorized one ounce and 
half ounce gold medallions. In return, J. Aron promised to buy at least three million ounces of medallions at two percent 
over the market price of gold. Through May, J. Aron had purchased only one million ounces of medallions. 

“When it appeared that J. Aron would not be able to meet its contractual obligations to purchase the remaining gold, 
the Treasury Department gratuitously absolved Aron of its obligation, without receiving as much as a penny in return,” 
said Annunzio. “Relieving Aron of its obligation costs the taxpayer $700 million in profits from the sale of the remaining 
gold. This sum is the difference between the book value of the two million ounces of gold not purchased, $42.22 per ounce, 
and the current market price of $390 per ounce. At a time when this Administration blames everyone but itself for record 
deficits, Administration officials are cancelling contracts that could take a $700 million bite out of those deficits. 

“J. Aron is the world’s largest distributor of South Africa’s Krugerrand and a primary distributor of Canada’s Maple 
Leaf and Mexico’s gold coins. With a House-Senate conference committee considering legislation that would ban the im¬ 
portation of Krugerrands into this country, a provision that overwhelmingly passed the House, one cannot help but 
wonder if J. Aron wanted out of its obligation to purchase United States gold medallions in order to concentrate on selling 
its remaining Krugerrands. 

“When the J. Aron contract was awarded, it was widely perceived as a sweetheart deal for Aron. I asked the General 
Accounting Office (GAO) to investigate the contract. One red flag raised by the GAO was that the Treasury might modify 
the contract if J. Aron had trouble purchasing all three million ounces of gold. Now the Treasury has taken a step so 
audacious that the GAO never contemplated it possible, and that was cancelling the contract and letting Aron go scot- 
free. 

“When the contract to J. Aron was announced two years ago, it was touted by the Administration as essential for the 
successful marketing of the gold medallions. Only a private marketer, it was claimed, could effectively establish the ex¬ 
tensive dealer network and two-way market for buying and selling deemed necessary for successful marketing. The 
Treasury agreed to pay 50 percent of advertising expenses to Aron to defray the advertising costs in announcing this pro¬ 
gram. That advertising, which cost the Treasury $2 million and was aimed at creating a long-term image for the 
medallions, is now wasted. 

“This Administration is often accused of using government to help its friends. Cancelling a contract that would have 
resulted in a $700 million profit for the United States shows that this Administration does not consider the average tax¬ 
payer a friend,” concluded Annunzio.

The British 
Royal Mint has been commissioned to strike a silver proof Royal Visit Commemorative Crown for each island, together 
with a piedfort version of the coins. The portrait of the Prince is depicted on the coins’ reverse while the obverse bears the 
renowned Arnold Machin portrait of H M Queen Elizabeth II. Only 5,000 silver proof crowns have been authorized for 
each island, while the issue limit is 500 piedfort coins for each. 

Born on February 19,1960, Prince Andrew is no stranger to America or the American press. He will be in Los Angeles 
from April 15-19, immediately following his visit to St. Helena and Ascension Island. The Prince’s participation in the 
Falkland Islands War is, of course, well known; as second pilot of a Sea King helicopter. His Royal Highness flew regular 
anti-submarine and transport duties from H.M.S. Invincible. Ascension Island played an important role in the British 
campaign to liberate the Falklands; thus the Prince's visit, marking St. Helena’s 150th anniversary as a British Crown 
Colony is of particular significance. 

The tiny island of St. Helena (10 miles by 6 miles) is situated 1150 miles from the west coast of Africa and 1800 miles 
from the coast of South America. Seven hundred miles to the north west lies the island of Ascension. Both volcanic in 
origin, the islands were discovered by the Portugese navigator Juan da Nova Castella - Ascension in 1501 (on Ascension 
Day) and St. Helena a year later in 1502. Annexed by the Dutch, St. Helena was seized by the British East India Company 
in 1659, becoming a Crown Colony in 1834, while Ascension was annexed by Britain in 1815 and placed under the ad¬ 
ministration of St. Helena in 1922. 

It was to St. Helena that Napoleon Bonaparte was exiled and lived from 1815 until his death in 1821. From 1942 Ascen¬ 
sion was used by the United States as an air base and played an important part in World War II; it is now used by the U.S. 
Space Administration as a satellite tracking station. 

The reverse of the Royal Visit Crow is designed by Royal Mint engraver Bob Elderton, who has, coincidentally, just 
been awarded first and second prize for modelling and the Best Senior Award by the Goldsmiths Company of London. 

Dimension of the coins are those of the standard crown piece; 38.61mm diameter, weight 28.28 grams. The piedfort is of 
course struck from a double thickness blank and weighs 56.56 grams. Prince Andrew is shown in profile with the inscrip¬ 
tion 'H.R.H. Prince Andrew - Royal Visit April 1984” around the perimeter. The crowns may be purchased either singly 
or together and the piedforts are available as a pair. Prices are:
